TABER, Alta., April 24—An ini-

SMALL TOWNS 
NEAR MONTREAL 
ARE FLOODED 


MONTREAL, April 24—Flood wa- 
ters lapped the streets of Eastern 
Townships and Beauce County 
towns last night, causing heavy 
property damage and forcing hun- 
dreds of families from their homes. 

The Chaudiere river that winds 
from the Maine border to the St. 
Lawrence river, near Quebece city, 
spread over its banks at St. Georges 
de Beauce, and half a dozen other 
small towns in the same district. 

More than 30 families took refuge 
on higher ground at St, George, fol- 
lowing a similar number who fled 
before the swollen stream Friday. 
Houses and business establishments 
in the lower town were washed by 
five feet of water while clectric 
light service was disrupted as power 
lines were washed away. 

Richmond, 75 miles east of here, 
in the Eastern Townships, was three 
feet under water in many sections 
as the St. Francis river spread 
steadily over the Jowlands. At Sher- 
brooke one street was 10 inches 
deep in water.

ARMS INDUSTRY 
FOR CANADA IS 
GRIESBACH IDEA 


Edmonton Man Points Out 
Way To Reduce 
Jobless 


HAMILTON, Ont., April 24— 
Instead of having thousands of 
men unemployed and supported 
by relief, an armament industry 
could be built in Canada in which 
“a great many” jobless would find 
work, Senator W. A. Griesbach 
of Edmonton said in an address 
to the 13th annual reunion of the 


fourth battalion here Saturday 
night. 
General Griesbach, commander 


of the first brigade of the Canadian 
expeditionary force in tha Great 
War, said it would prove more sat- 
isfactory to have such work, which 
was “most necessary,” than offer- 
ing men relief. If the government 
could be induced to take the lead, 
“we would be able to lift ourselves 
out of the slough of unemploy- 
ment,” he added. 

Declaring his belief Canada’s form 
of government was strong enough 
to resist Communism and Fascism, 
General Griesbach said Canadians 
must be prepared to accept obliga- 
tions which had been handed to 
them. 

“We are moving forward to a 
very grave state of international af- 
fairs. The world scene has become 
a battle ground of ideologies. We 
can rearm ourselves only by avail- 
ing ourselves of our own industries 
and our own resources.” 


EMBARGO URGED 
ON SHIPMENTS 
WAR MATERIALS 


VANCOUVER, B.C, April 24— 
The Pacific Northwest embargo con- 
ference wound up a two-day ses- 
sion here last night after hearing 
appeals to Canada and the United 
States to halt shipment of war ma- 
terials to aggressor nations. 

Speakers were Howard Costigan, 
executive secretary of the Wash- 
ington State Commonwealth Feder- 
ation and Miss Loh Tsei, known as 
the “Joan of Arc” of China for her 
activities in resisting the Japanese. 

Business of the conference, at- 
tended by 130 delegates from B.C., 
Washington, Oregon and Idaho was 
completed with approval of a reso- 
lution asking United States and 
Canada to use all means to impose 
an embargo against the shipment of 
war materials directly or indirectly 
to aggressor nations. 

The resolution was telegraphed to 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King and 
President Roosevelt. The meeting 
decided to form a permanent em- 
bargo committee in the Northwest. 

Mr. Costigan told the gathering 
that the American nations would 
not have to go to war unless they 
kept on arming Japan.

True German Nation 


MONTREAL, April 24,—Loyal- 
ty te the National Socialism of 
Adolf Hitler bespeaks betrayal 
of the “true Germany,” fessor 
Paul Tillich of United jogi- 
cal College, New York, Sunday 
told 5,000 persons at an anti-Nasi 
rally sponsored by the German- 
Canadian League. 


“Let me say this to all my Ger- 
man brothers outside Germany,” 
the speaker said. “If you are loyal 
to the true Germany, you cannot 
be loyal to National Socialism, If 
you are loyal to National Social- 
ism, you betray the true Germany.” 

Rev. Joseph D. Osterman of 


Cathedral College, New York, told 
the rally the German refugee 
problem was publicised as “being 
one which is primarily racial.” 

“While the victims of this terror 
constitute 600,000 Jews and more 
than 200,000 non-Aryan Christians, 
they are but the vanguard of the 
real refugees,” he said, “The sec- 
ond , which effects more than 
35,000 000 Catholics and Christians, 
is the spiritual phase, Their souls 
are to be tortured unspeakably. 
They must remain to have their 
consciences deformed so they 
might conform with the principles 
of Stale idolatry.”

CANADIAN BOYS 


War Veterans Given Mess-| Empire Day Broadcast 


age of Thanks by Young 
Diplomat 


OTTAWA, April 24.—More than 
20 years ago a seven-year-old 
Belgian boy cheered Canadian 
soldiers as they delivered the vil- 
lage of Veriaine, sipped from their 
wine bottles to build a headache 
that lasted three days and gained 


an admiration for Canadians “that 
will live with me as long as I 
live.” 


The boy, now a handsome, fair- 
haired young diplomat, captured the 
imagination of a group of Great 
War veterans as he described that 
day in November, 1918, and brought 
them a message from Belgians who 
were children when they fought in 
Flanders. 

He is Chevalier Ernest De Sel- 
liers De Moranville, attached to the 
Belgian legation here and a grand- 
son of General De Selliers De Mor- 
anville, who commanded the Bel- 
gian army’ at the outbreak of the 
Great War. 


“Belgians of my generation will 
never forget you,” he told the 20th 
annual reunion dinner of First 
Canadian Contingent men gather- 
ed at their Red Chevron dinner. 

“You gallant Canadians came to 
the rescue of my country with noth- 
ing to gain but in a pure spirit of 
fairness. Belgians of another gener- 
ation who were men when you came 
to us perhaps remember you more 
clearly. But we young Belgians 
who were children then are no less 
grateful for what you did.” 

The Belgian’s message of thanks 
stirred the gathering of greying old 


soldiers into a demonstration that | 


lasted several minutes. 


PEOPLE ABHOR 
NAZIS’ TERROR, 
OBSERVERS SAY 


WASHINGTON, April 24. — Two 
first-hand observers, fresh from 


Germany, described to a congres- | 


sional committee Friday an atmos- 
phere of Nazi “terror,” which they 
said prevailed there. The mass of 
German people abhorred the con- 
dition, they said. 

Former Governor Philip Lafol- 
lette of Wisconsin and D. Robert 
Yarnall, Philadelphia manufactur- 
er, gave reports of “persecution of 
non-Aryans” which they attribut- 


ed to the dread “Gestapo,” German | 


secret police. 

Lofallette, just returned from 
Europe, and Yarnall, wha served 
on a Quaker relief mission to Ger- 
many last December, appeared be- 
fore a joint committee 
legislative proposals to permit 20,- 
000 German refugee children to en- 
ter United States in the next two 
years. 

The two witnesses agreed pub- 
lished accounts of anti-Semitic and 
other outbreaks in Germany had 
been “under-stated,” rather than 
exaggerated.

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One Hundred Danger Spots 


The city health board learned from the 
medical officer of health that his depart- 
ment has listed more than one hundred 
houses in Edmonton which are not fit for 
human habitation but cannot condemn 
these rookeries and close them because 
there are no other quarters into which 
the occupants could be moved. 

The board will pass the information 
along to the city council. Unless council 
is struck dumb with surprise there should 
be a lively session when the report is 
placed before it. And if council members 
are surprised, that can only be because 
they are blissfully ignorant of conditions 
which are well known to any resident who 
has taken the trouble to inform himself 
on the subject. 

The need of new houses in Edmonton 
long ago ceased to be only a question of 
supplying suitable living quarters for an 
increased and fast increasing population. 
It is now a positive menace to health, a 
barrier to the enforcement of sanitary 
regulations, and a standing invitation to 
a fire tragedy. 

Spurred by this official warning, coun- 
cil should get busy with the housing 
policy it had in mind when it asked the 
legislature for power to function as a 
“Jending institution” under the Dominion 
housing scheme. 


Well Worth Trying 


Mr. Leader, member of parliament for 
Portage La Prairie, proposes that the 
Dominion supply money to the provinces 
and municipalities with which to carry on 
an active plan for transferring “surplus” 
people from the towns to farms. There 
will be those, of course, who will say it is 
folly to put more people on farms when 
farmers are finding it hard to make ends 
meet and keep out of debt, and when the 
main western farm product is a drug on 
the world market. 

Still, if men cannot make a living for 
their families on land, when willing to 
work and qualified for farm life, the 
prospect that they will be able to do so in 
town is obviously no better, and is usually 
worse. The farmer is at least nearest to 
the source of supply of things to eat. And 
so far as settlement schemes have been 
tried in this and other provinces they 
have met with fair success. Of course 
many of the assisted settlers have failed, 
some have returned to the towns and 
others are likely to do so. But one hun- 
dred per cent success in any scheme to 
transfer people from one calling to an- 
other is never attained. 

By selecting settlers, and keeping the 
advances within bounds, half those placed 
on farms should be able to make good. 
That, as compared to leaving them in 
town and dependent on relief, would be a 
national gain; and an inestimable boon 
to those settlers and families who were 
able to achieve independence. 


Tit For Tat 


The axis powers, it is suggested in 
press despatches from Budapest and 
Rome, will guarantee the integrity cf 
Hungary and Yugoslavia as a sort of 
come-back to the action of Britain and 
France in guaranteeing Rumania and 
Greece against attack. It is to be hoped 
they will. If that seems to the aggressors 
to be an appropriate way to “match” the 
anti-aggression pact, good luck to them; 
and may they extend their guarantee 
System to all the rest of Europe. There 
is nothing that continent needs worse, 
and in the Balkan corner it is particularly 
desirable that the smal! states be backed 
by big ones which could not afford to let 
themselves be dragged into war by erup- 
tions of the underlying racial hatreds. 

Unless the growing strength of the 
anti» aggression forces and the message 
from Washington have been taken to 
heart at Rome and Berlin, it is likely 
enough that the guarantees given to Hun- 
gary and Yugoslavia will be only the 
first step in a process of absorbing them 
into the Reich or the Italian Empire. That 
is their look-out, and if they prefer to 
accept the “protection” at the risk, there 
is no obligation on the part of other 
countries to prevent them doing so. There 
has been no indication that either Hun- 
gary or Yugoslavia wanted guarantees 
against the aggressor states. If they 
think to spite Rumania and Greece by 
making themselves wards of the dictators, 
they have plenty of warnings as to what 
the outcome may be.

What Is a Budget? 


When he delivers the budget speech, 
Hon. Charles Dunning says he will omit 
the elaborate statistical tables which 
usually occupy so much time in the read- 
ing and mean s0 little to the hearers after 
they have been read. 

The numerical compilations will be 
published in a white paper, where they 
may be studied at leisure by anyone 
thirsting for detailed information. The 
Minister is not in good health, which may 
explain his desire to shorten the speech, 
though regard for the time and patience 
of his fellow-members doubtless also had 
something to do with the decision. Read- 
ing columns of figures into Hansard was 
always a waste of time and energy, for 
which the only known excuse was that it 
has always been done. 

If the Minister will go a step farther 
and leave out the customary review of 
crops, business, international relation- 
ships, and other matters at home and 
abroad more or less remotely related to 
the subject, he will break another long- 
standing tradition whose usefulness has 
ceased, if it ever had any. For reasons 
not explained and difficult to guess, 
almost every federal finance minister and 
provincial treasurer seems to have felt 
called upon in presenting a budget to 
survey the universe and sketch the course 
It is a custom that 
could be abandoned without serious public 
consequences. 

A budget speech is supposed to be a 
statement of the public finances for the 
year past, with an outline of the opera- 
tions planned for the year to come, along 
with announcements of changes in taxa- 
tion and the amount of borrowing or 
debt-paying done and to be done. Some- 
times budget speeches seem to be de- 
signed to direct attention to almost every- 
thing else on earth. 


Mr. Pelletier, Social Credit member for 
Peace River, told parliament the reason 
the country is not more prosperous is that 
the present economic system aims to fi- 
nance production when the thing to fi- 
nance is consumption. There is no tech- 
nical mystery about financing consump- 
tion. Give a hungry man two-bits and he 
will spend it for a meal.

The trouble is to keep it 
up. For, human as we are, if we are given 
meals we after a while expect to be given 
more meals, and lose the impulse to get 
out and hustle for them. Let any consid- 
erable proportion of people get into that 
frame of mind, and compulsion would 
have to be applied to make the “financed” 
consumers do their bit as producers.

One Problem Solved 


For many years the problem of competition 
by the Bata shoe factory at Zlin, Czechoslo- 
vakia, has bothered the American shoe industry. 

Because Czechoslovakia was a friendly de- 
mocracy; the United States went out of its way 
in framing the reciprocal trade treaty with that 
country to make allowances for Bata shoes. The 
American shoe industry protested that tariff on 
the Czech shoes was lowered too much, and that 
the competition of Bata’s shoes was too tough. 

Now that is all over, and Hitler solved one 
problem he never thought about. For Czecho- 
slovakia, including Zlin and Bata, are now Ger- 
man. The tariff is already raised a third on 
Zlin shoes. 

As an immediate result, New England shoe 
factories are already preparing to increase pro- 
duction by between 4,000,000 and 10,000,000 
pairs, Not only is their domestic market more 
secure, but they now compete in the interna- 
tional market with German shoes, not Czech, 
And there is expected to be, in many places, con- 
siderable sales-resistance toward German shoes. 

Should Hitler suddenly find a lot of Zlin 
shoemakers on relief, that will be his problem. 
He asked for it.—Cleveland Press, 


Russia Honors Her Past 


Joseph Stalin led the applause at the first 
performance of the revised version of Ginka’s 
well known opera, “Life for the Czar.” The 
main theme of the piece remains as before be- 
cause it lends itself to the new Soviet patriotism. 
The subject of the national uprising of Moscow 
nobles, burghers and plain people against Polish 
rule in the year 1613 and the restoration of Rus- 
sian independence under a new dynasty, the 
Romanoffs. Instead of chanting a triumphant 
“Glory, glory to the Czar!” the final chorus now 
sings “Glory, glory to the fatherland!” 

Soviet Russia's reconciliation with its pre- 
Soviet past is no longer news. But since 1930 
the Russian past has been reinterpreted so as to 
make room even for the conquering Czars. They 
are now described as the builders of the great 
Russian fatherland; their spadework assures the 
success of the Soviet experiment by providing

President Roosevelt and 
Public Opinion 


Three things can be written with assurance 
about American public opinion. First, now as 
ever, it wishes to avoid “foreign entanglements.” 
Secondly, its sympathies are altogether enlisted 
in the cause of the democracies and against the 
aggressors. Thirdly, a large part of public opin- 
ion fatalistieally believes that, although it may 
desire to remain isolated, it is entirely impos- 
sible for the United States to do so if a world 
war breaks out. Logically, therefore, people who 
admit that they will be involved eventually 
should be willing to co-operate in preventive 
measures ahead of time. This logic, however, 
only reaches limited groups in American public 
opinion. Logic and consistency were never strong 
characteristics of our foreign policy. Yet the 
force of events under the three points listed 
above is ever pressing toward a preventive pol- 
icy, is supporting President Roosevelt's positive 
program. There is much vocal congressional 
protest at the program; the country generally is 
alarmed when it reads that “the American fron- 
tier is on the Rhine.” But it is hard to see how 
anything could now hock President Roosevelt 
in the exercise of his executive discretion. More 
over, Mr. Roosevelt is no Wilson, He is not an 
idealistie university professor, but an astute 
practical politician, and he does not intend to 
get too far ahead of public opinion. Just when 
he feels the Senate, or the people, getting out of 
hand he gives them a little more rope, eases off 
his program a trifle, and tightens it again when 
the outcry dies down. That, too, is the prospect 
for the future. And the principal forecast of ex- 
perienced national observers is that while the 
policy may or may not be a vital contribution 
to world peace—that is another matter—it may 
well elect Mr, Roosevelt to a third term next 
year.—The Round Table. 


The World Unemployment Situation 


From a Bulletin issued by the International 
Labor Office, Geneva 


The situation disclosed by the tables pub- 
lished by the LL.O. for the winter months of 
1938-1939 as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1937-1938 is as follows: 

With regard to unemployment, in 22 coun- 
tries for which figures are available, 11 show a 
decrease as compared with a year ago. These 
are: Danzig, Denmark, Germany, Lithuania, 
Netherlands, New Zealand, Poland, Rumania, 

- Switzerland, United States of America and 
Yugoslavia. Nine countries show an increase: 
Australia, Belgium, Canada, Chile, France, 
Great Britain, Hungary, Ireland, Sweden. In the 
ease of two other countries, Finland and Nor- 
way, it is impossible to draw a definite con- 
clusion from the figures given. 

In 20 countries for which statistics of indus- 
trial employment are available, such employ- 
ment has increased as compared with a year ago 
in 13 countries (Estonia, France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Italy, Japan, Latvia, Netherlands, Po- 
land, South Africa, United States and Yugo- 
slavia), and has decreased in six countries (Aus- 
tralie, Canada, Finland, Luxemburg, Sweden, 
Switzerland). There was no change in the 
situation in Norway. 

The situation is thus a little better than that 
disclosed by the statistics of the LL.O, three 
months ago. Then, an increase in unemployment 
as compared with the previous year wes shown in 
12 countries, as ageinst nine countries this time, 
while there was a decrease in the number of 
persons in employment in eight countries, as 
compagred with six countries this cime. 

Attention must be drawn to the fact that 
these statistics only permit of comparing trends, 
They do not afford eny comparison of levels of 
employment or unemployment in the various 
countries. Methods applied in compiling these 
statistics differ from one country to another, and 
in some cases the figures are so far from absolute 
accuracy thet they can only be treated as roughly 
significant, and not as accurate measurements 


The Passing Show

An enquiry into the wealth of Britain, con- 
ducted by The Economist magazine, discloses 
that the probable value of privately-owned 
wealth in the United Kingdom exceeds $100,- 
000,000,000 (say one hundred thousand million 


dollars), Great Britain has 539 millionaires; 

that is, persons with incomes 
BRITAIN'S 539 = of over $200,000 a year, As 
MILLIONAIRES wealthy folk in England are 


satisfied with a safe two per 
cent, it means that most English millionaires 
have $10,000,000 safely invested. Over half of 
them have incomes in excess of $250,000 and 73 
of them have incomes of between $385,000 and 
$500,000. Richest of them all is probably Sir 
John Ellerman, the shipowner. He ig rated at 
$150,000,000. 

Most of the wealth of Great Britain, reports 
The Economist, is concentrated in thé hands of 
sixty families, heavily interested in banking and 
finance, and heavily represented in Parliament 
and the Cabinet. That probably accounts for the 
betrayal of the republican government of Spain, 
and the cold ear turned towards any suggestion 
for the conscription of wealth in time of war.

One per cent of the people of England own 55 
per cent of the wealth; five per cent own 75 per 
cent of it. The remaining 25 per cent is divided 
among the remaining 95 per cent of the people, 
including the large middle class. Things are 
more evenly divided on this side of the Atlantic, 

but the gap between the haves 
LUCKY ONES and the have-nots is large in- 
IN THE U.S. deed. Chief difference is that 

many of the mammoth incomes 
on this side of the Atlantic are represented by, 
or have been built up by, large salaries paid 
to public favorites and heads of large industrial 
corporations. 

The U.S. Treasury has just released a 1,132- 
page report listing 50,000 persons who received 
$15,000 or more salary from corporations in the 
year 1937. Yet though the list shows fifty 
thousand people in enjoyment of comfortable 
salaries, only 63 of them exceeded $200,000.

As each St, George's Day comes 
around (falling on a Sunday this 
year it will be observed by English- 
men in Canada today) we are re- 
minded that it was on April 23, 1827, 
that John Galt, the novelist, with 
the stroke of an axe felled the first 
tree in the bush and founded the 
now lovely city of Guelph, Ontario, 

Poor John Galt! What a tragedy 
was his! He had spent years here 
as the agent of the Canada Co. and 
the story of Galt’s business expedi- 
tion to Canada is not a creditable 
one—to his employers. They were 
absentee Englishmen with the 
morals that Ireland used to agsociate 
with the absentee Igndlord, In all 
his dealings in Canada, Gelt proved 
himself too good for his time, too 
good for the men he had to deal 
with, 

Galt returned a hopelessly impov- 
erished man, to be thrown into pri- 
son for a debt of £70 accrued for 
the education, in his absence, of 
his three boys, while the Canada 
Co. pocketed upwerd of £30,000 as 
the result of his far-sighted policy 
for the company in Canada. Galt 
was delivered into the hands of the 
Philistines, The base conduct of the 
Canada Co. deprived him of the 
fruits of his noble labors, but Gali 
was that characteristic Scots mix- 
ture of practicability and romance, 
a hard head but a good heart. 

Yet it was the very ruthlessness 
of the Canada Co. that gave to Can- 
ada another Galt, Six Alexander 
Tiloch, son of John Galt, who, de- 
termined to vindicate the family 
name, took hold of the Canada Co. 
and made of it the success hig 
feather hed planned. 

The spirit of Old John must have 
chuekled—if spirits can chuekle-— 
when, years later, the name Galt 
was among the very first of the 
Fathers of Confederation. Sir Alex-

In August, 1914—an historical 

month—residents of Edmonton 
said farewell and good luck to 
many fellow-citizens who were 
leaving in answer to a call sent 
out by the Motherland. A gallant 
contingent of the P.P.C.L.L, the 
19th Alberta Dragoons, and others, 
some Imperial reservists hurrying 
to rejoin their regiments. 

And on August 22, 1914, Edmonton 
turned out en masse, lining Jasper 
avenue to witness the departure of 
the first of many full infantry bat- 
talions to leave this city for over- 
seas service—the 01st Edmonton 
Fusiliers, more than 1,200 strong. 


25 YEARS AFTER 

Saturday night—nearly a quarter 
of a century later—the Red Chevron 
Club commemorated the 24th anni- 
versary of the Second Battle of 
Ypres, in which Canadians encoun- 
tered the first gas attack of the war. 
The gathering took the form of a 
dinner following a march to the 
Cenotaph. 

Looking back to that ill-starred 
month—August, 1914—ex-service- 
men Saturday recalled that with- 
in a few short months Edmonton- 
jans were to read with emotion 
and pride the part played by their 
fellow-citizens on the battlefields 
of Europe. 

They thrilled at the report of the 
gallant retirement of the British 
“Contemptibles” at Mons, fighting 
every inch of the way against hope- 
less odds; they followed the activi-
